Take  the  article  you  wish  to  polish,  after  being 
ihoned  and  before  it  is  perfectly  dry,  and  lay  it 
on  a  smooth  hard  board,  then  by  rubbing  the  heel 
of  a  smooth  flat  iron  crosswise  of  the  article  AN 
ELEGANT  GLOSS  WILL  BE  PRODUCED.

Special  Notice. — Frequently  stir 
the  stareh  while  in  use  to  prevent  it 
from  settling,  and  should  ft  become 
too  thick,  add  a  little  LUKE  WARM 
WATER. 


FOR  OOLLARS  AND  CUFFS 

Mix  about  three  tablespoonfuls  of 
IVORINE  STARCH  to  eveiw  quart 
of  LUKE  WARM  WATER,  then 
add  a  little  blueing.  They  may  be 
starched  directly  after  passing 
through  the  wringer,  then  fold  in 
a  dry  cloth,  and  iron  in  fifteen 
minutes ;  or,  if  you  have  plenty  of 
time,  hang  out  to  dry,  then  starch 
them  afterward.  If  wanted  extra 
stiff,  dip  more  frequently  in  the 
starch  water. 


FOR  SHIRT  BOSOM8. 

Mix  four  tablespoonfuls  of  IVOR¬ 
INE  STARCH  to  every  quart  of 
LUKE  WARM  WATEft,  then  add 
a  little  blueing.  Starch  them,  when 
thoroughly  dry.  on  right  and  wrong 
side,  after  which  wring  out  the 
water,  and  rub  on  the  starch  that 
remains  on  the  bosom,  fold  them  up 
and  iron  in  thirty  minutes. 


FOR  SKIRT8  AND  DRESSES. 

These  should  always  be  starched 
in  hot  starch.  Mix  the  quantity  of 
IVORINE  STARCH  required  in  a 
little  LUKE  WARM  WATER,  and 
when  it  is  thoroughly  dissolved  then 
add  boiling  water,  stirring  it 
briskly  until  it  becomes  clear ;  then 
it  is  ready  for  use.
